J.U.S.T.’s move to West- 
ern Oval was of financial 
benefit to the major te- 
nent, Footscray Football

The agreement had the 
blessing of the Footscray 
Council, which is eager to 
get more use from the 
ground. 

In other words, every- 
one concerned directly 
with the arrangement 
couldn’t have been hap- 
pier. 

Then the VFL stepped 
In. 

It ruled that VFL 
grounds must be available 
for Australian Rules at all 
times and cannot be 
shared with other codes 
without VFL permission. 
It is a policy decision that 
applies to all VFL clubs 
but the league admits that 
J.U.S.T.’s_ presence at 
Western Oval prompted 
that decision. 

The question is: Would

The VFL argued that in

Another point raised by the 
VFL itn its feeble attempt to 
justify a decision that easily 
could be seen as pure spite, is

Even then they probably were not involved directly in

Lack of understanding is reflected not only on the side- 
lines of junior soccer games, but also on the terraces at 
senior games. Even at national team matches, the 
crowd applauds and criticises at the wrong times. 

But back to juniors — another basic problem hampering 
development is the size of pitches on which young 
fellows are expected to play. 


Si: Is it fair to expect boys of eight, nine and 10 to play on 


full-sized pitches? And is it fair to put a little boy ina 
goal so big that he can’t reach the bar even when he’s 
standing on a chair? 

What's the point even trying to save a high shot? 

These are aspects we have to look at closely when we 
compare our junior set-up and development with that 
of other countries. 

Parent interference encroaches further than the touch- 
line. They try to ram their views down the coach’s 
throat and, when the boy gets older, they intervene in 
the club’s contract dealings with him. 

Clubs are professional organisations — the top clubs, any-

aside training sessions. In this way, the boys get closer 
to their weekly training target. } 

Content of training sessions is even more important than 
time devoted to them. . 

For the 8-10 age group, 75% of the session should be direct 
match involvement, 5% basic preparation and 20% gen- 
eral preparation. 

By basic preparation I mean exercises to develop speed 
and explosive power. 
And general preparation refers to increasing aerobic 

capacity — general fitness. 

In future columns J will outline recommended training 
programmes for each age group in a general way. I 
would like players to compare this with what they are 
doing now. 

In conclusion, I remain convinced that we have the neces- 
sary talent in Australia, but that these talented young 
players are not working hard enough and are not work- 
ing under sufficiently qualified guidance. 

The young Australian sportsman usually is involved in too 
many sports to do justice to one — especially soccer, 
which unfortunately has not achieved the glamor of 
some of the others. 

If boys are going to play more sports in addition to soc- 
cer, 1 advise that these should be correlated to soccer. 

In other words, there should be aspects about these sports 
that are useful to the boy’s soccer activities. Such 
correlated sports include handball, basketball, vol- 
leyball, even squash in which you need fast reflexes 
and in which you are rquired to make fast turns.

under coach Luis Menotti but by that time, Maradona 
and his team mates had been well and truly through the 
mill of junior coaching. 

The key to producing good young players is to have only 
qualified coaches teaching them. 

People without a coaching certificate should not be 
allowed to handle kids. 

If a parent, for example, takes over a junior team without 
having had any experience in this line of work, he will 

_ do the players more harm than good. 

It may take time for this to be possible. Unfortunately, 
we have not utilised the 100 years of Australian soccer 
well enough. 

We've had the time to develop sufficient coaches quali- 
fied to teach our kids but unfortunately we haven't 
done so. 

We now have an incredible number of kids playing soccer 
all over the country, but that in itself is not enough. 
From the masses we must take quality and work on de- 
veloping that quality to the highest possible level from 

many different angles. 

Coaching of juniors is becoming much more complicated 
than coaching seniors. 

To illustrate this, let me give you a few samples of how 
leading European nations work at junior coaching. 

Children from 8 to 10, for example, have three 60-minute 
training sessions every week. 

Training times in other age groups: 

10-12 years: 4x 60 mins 

12-14 years: 4 x 60 mins and 2 x 45 mins. 

14-16 years: 4 x 90 mins. and 2 x 60 mins. 

16-18 years: 4x 90 mins. and 4 x 40 mins. 

There is no championship series for boys from 8 to 10. 
The 10-12 age group plays perhaps 20 friendly matches 
a year. 

Competition starts in the 12-14 age group, with 25 to 30 
hour-long matches a year. 

This figure is increased to 40 to 48 league games for the 
14-16 group. 

Length of games is extended to 90 games for 16-18 years 
but the number of games is cut back to 30 or 40. 

All this may scare parents and others involved in the 
sport. 

However, ask the average boy how long he spends watch- 
ing television every day, and he'll tell you at least two 
or three hours a day. 

Wouldn’t it be of more value for him to get out into the 

, fresh air to do sport, to look after his body and mind 
and become a good sportsman which, in turn, will help 
him also to be a good student? 

Also, more and more schools and colleges are participa- 
ting in their own soccer competitions, and many set

Yet, as Cr Bob Hall, the

Even more amazing is the 
fact that these horrendous 
sums are expended in many 
cases without the members of 
those clubs having any sort of 
an effective say in club pol- 
icies — and by this I do not 
mean the selection of players 
for the teams. 

In some instances the final 
— and virtually only — say on 
such matters is the apparent 
exclusive preserve of one or 
two individuals.

Then there is the case of the 
PSL manager, John Frank. 

John must have what is the 
most unenviable job in Aus- 
tralian sport. 

He is no more than a vehicle 
for the dissemination of the 
Opinions and decisions of the 
club presidents and the man- 
agement committees.

Thus he ends up as the fall 
guy in instances such as the 
recent rap on the knuckles 
handed to proud and often 
totalitarian presidents of 
certain clubs.

It appears that while cha- 
sing the elusive dream of 
international kudos, such as 
juicy vice-presidencies of 
FIFA, the lifeblood of the

We still have the farce of 
State bodies administering the

As the oldest member of the Australian 
youth squad — he qualifies by only 10 days — 
lan Hunter is our most likely captain for the 
Coca-Cola world youth titles next year. 


“Rudi Gutendorf has told 
me that he’s pencilled me in 
for the job, but it depends on 
whether I hold form and 
whether I prove I’m good 
enough as a leader when we 
have our trial games,”’ Hunter 
Said this week. 

Gutendorf had Hunter in the 
team that contested qualifying 
games for the last world youth 
titles and that won the Oceania 
Cup in Noumea. 

He wiil study Hunter again 
in the national youth 
championships in Canberra 
next month. After the 
championships, Gutendorf will 
name his youth squad for a 
world tour in late 1980 and for 
the world championships next 


year. 

He probably also will name 
the captain. 

Hunter certainly has the 
right attitude for the job — re- 
alistic but also quietly con- 
fident. 

“Of course it will be very 
hard for us in the 
championships, and our pro- 
gress depends very much on 
which teams we draw in our 
group,”’ he-says. 

“But I think that Australian 
Players at this age have as 
much talent as those in other 
countries and it’s up to us to 
prove it. We can get some 
really good results, we can get 
into the semi-finals with the 
right application.’ 

Ian Hunter, 18, is in his first 
Philips League season, with

from under 12 onwards, except 
under 14, because NSW didn't 
compete in the national titles 
that year. 

With Hunter chasing the 
goals, NSW won the national 
under 12 title, was runner-up in 
the under 13, third in under 
15s, won the under 16 
championship, won one under 
19 title and came third in an- 
other. 

Hunter was top scorer in the 
National under 16 titles, with 10 
goals, and was also named in 
the Australian all-star selec- 
tion after the tournament. 

Hunter entered senior 

soccer at the age of 16, with 
Nepean which was in the NSW 
Fourth Division at the time. 
He played midfield in his first 
season and in the next two 
years, before switching to 
Blacktown, he was up front. 
_ He was Nepean’s second 
highest scorer in his sécond 
season, and top scorer with 18 
goals from 20 games the fol- 
Jowing year 

Coach Bobby McLachlan led 
Hunter into the big time in 
1978. McLachlan, coach of the 
Australian Schoolboys team, 
selected Hunter for a tour of 
Canada and the U.S. He played 
in all games on the tour and 
scored two goals. Eddie 
Krncevic and Peter Raskopou- 
los, both with Marconi now, 
and George Christopoulos of 
South Melbourne, were among 
other stars of the tour. 

Later the same year he 
played in New Zealand and 
Paraguay in the qualifying 
rounds of the world youth 
championships and this year 
he was equal top scorer with 
Peter Sharne and Krncevic in 
the Oceania Cup. The three 
players scored five goals each. 

“In that first year of top 
representative soccer, I felt 
nervous and apprehensive. I 
was from a lowly Federation 
team, whereas most of the

Hunter switched to Black- 
town late last year on a free 
transfer from Nepean, as he 
had been on amateur forms. 


However, in his first three 
months there, he was able to 
train with the team only four 
times due to national team 
commitments 


“When it came to the start 
of the Philips League, 1 didn’t 
know the other players nor the 
way the team was playing, so 
coach Mick Jones and I felt it 











would be better for me to 
Stand out for the first few ga- 
mes,’ Hunter says. 


After coming into the side, 
Hunter scored his first PSL 
goal in Blacktown’s 2-4 loss to 
West Adelaide. 


He's enjoying it at Black- 
town, even though the team is 
being regularly hammered. 


“I’m getting valuable ex- 
perience and I'm learning all 
the time from experienced 
players like Bruce Stowell, 
Dave Harding and George 
Harris. They're a great bunch 
of guys.’ 


Hunter says international 
competition has made him 
work harder at perfecting his 
skills. “I've spent extra train- 
ing sessions working at the 
skills, because they are essen- 
tial if you hope to do well at 
the top level. That's what we 
all found in Paraguary. If you 
couldn't control the ball prop- 
erly against skilful players 
like the Paraguayans or Israe- 
lis, they'd take it off you ina 
flash.”’ 

Coach Gutendorf described 
Hunter as the “Find"’ of the 
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Oceania Cup tournament, but 
Hunter doesn’t see it that way. 

“It wasn't just me,”’ he says. 
“It was the culmination of the 
efforts of a group of players 
who had come together more 
than a year earlier. 

“And I owe so much to the 
other players for whatever 
success I had there. They gave 
me the right service, which 
every forward needs.”’ 


Hunter has a high opinion of 
Rudi Gutendorf. “‘He’s given 
all of us younger players a big 
push. Almost all of us now play 
regularly in the»PSL, some- 
thing for which Rudi is direct- 
ly responsible.”* 

Hunter is confident not only 
of a bright future for the Aus- 
tralian youth team but also 
that Blacktown will lift itself 
off the floor. 

“The team is starting to 
work well together, so it’s only 
a matter of time before we 
Start winning regularly,”’ he 
Said, As for his future, Hunt- 
er aims to get into club man- 
agement. To this end, he will 
start a club management 


course at the College of Hotel 
and Catering Studies at Ryde 
next month.

MONEY MAGIC

Last week I mentioned the 
possibilities of using groups of 
consecutive matches when making 
planned entries, and this week I'm 
‘pulling this idea into practise by 
recommending a pian that could appeal 
to the syndicates or medium to larger 
punters. : 


Full details for making the entry will 
be given at the end of the article. 


There are many ways in which we can 
arrive at our selections just as there are 
numerous methods in which we can 
make planned entries. Attempting to 
trap those often elusive score draws is 
always an exciting challenge, and if we 
are reasonably successful with our 
selections when making a planned entry 
it's reassuring when the plan carries a 
number of specific guarantees. 


I've devised a plan such as this for 
covering 22 matches for an outlay of 
$11.50. Success with this plan will 
obviously depend on fairly good 
forecasting (this would apply to any 
plan) but with taking 22 games — you 
will be allowing room for a wide margin 
of error. 


if you study the diagram you will note 
the five pairs of consecutive matches set 
to the right. lt is in this section where 
the greatest margin of error could be 
allowed. Should there be three or four 
score draws falling non consecutively in 
this section, it would still be possible to 
win a first dividend or at least a number 
of minor prizes providing the forecasts 
were fairly accurate with the other 
twelve selections.
